REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a method of manufacturing a fuel cell having a hydrogen-permeable metal layer 
and an electrolyte layer disposed on the hydrogen-permeable metal layer, the method 
comprising: forming an electrolyte layer on the metal layer, wherein the electrolyte layer 
has pores; and forming a conductive layer on the electrolyte layer such that a portion of 
the conductive layer formed on the electrolyte layer is discrete from a portion of the 
conductive layer formed inside the pores of the electrolyte layer. 
In the prior art of record, Ikeda, EP 0621648, teach a method of manufacturing a fuel 
cell comprising coating every surface of the structure with the active material to form an 
electrode. 

Thus, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method of manufacturing a fuel cell that includes a step of forming a 
conductive layer on an electrolyte layer such that a portion of the conductive layer 
formed on the electrolyte layer is discrete from a portion of the conductive layer formed 
inside the pores of the electrolyte layer.
